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Tilt' Ameiicuu Snipe .—(OaUinago Wilsonii.)

Dr. Coues tells us that “the snipe Is found throughout the 
greater part of the United States only during the migrations and 
in Winter; and that it breeds in Northern New Englaud and may 
do so along other portions of our uorthern border, but that he 
has not so determined.'’ Having for over thirty yearB had the 
good fortune to live close to what was formerly an excellent piece 
of Bntpc grouud, and with unlimited time and opportunities of 
pursuiug snipes; and being, moreover, exceedingly fond of the 
sport, I have had many chances of learning not only the best 
inodes of linding and killing this bird, hut of verifying or dis¬ 
proving the assertions of former writers. Like the woodcock, the 
snipe, I am inclined to believe, varies his habits not only with the 
times of th4 year, but with the different parts of the country, the 
various kinds of ground, the time of the day, and with the changes 
of the atmosphere. In commou with “Frank Forester,” I have 
been able to find no mention of the snipe ever being found in 
cover in any ornithological works to which I have had access; 
yet it is an indisputable fact that the snipe here in New Jersey, 
and during the prevalence of cold and windy weather in the 
8prlug months, do t ike to cover quite as readily as the woodcock. 
“Forester” says that “iu Autumn theyare only to be found in the 
open,” and such must have been his 
experience; but I have found them iu 
quite thick cover on our meadows in 
November, when the nights were at all 
frosty and windy. Of course, as I have 
said above, this may have been (like 
their many other vagaries) a merely 
local habit, and those same birds in the 
same weather might have kept entirely 
to the open ground In other parts of 
the country. That snipe do occasional¬ 
ly breed here I have no doubt what¬ 
ever, since I have Hushed them from 
the cover on bog meadows when look¬ 
ing for woodcocks iu July, ami in one 
instance killed a couple of young birds 
on the 7th of August that were two- 
ibirds grown and able to fly some two 
or three hundred yards at a very re¬ 
spectable rate of speed, though not 
strong enough to have migrated from 
any considerable distance. 7hit snipes 
Winter here with us 1 am also satisfied 
from my own observation, and I think 
ft occurs much more often than is gcu- 
erally supposed. The earliest period 
at which 1 have ever killed migratory 
Spring snipes w as on the 24th of Feb 
ruary, 1804; and in Autumn the latest 
period at which I have found them 
migrating was the 19th of December. 

The snipe is usually credited with being 
a very wild bird here in windy weather, 
and such is indeed the case should they 
be looked for In open ground; but it 
has always been In precisely such 
weather that I have found the larger 
proportion of the birds in bushy thick¬ 
ets, and when found there most accom¬ 
modating in their movements for both 
dogs and gun. I should, like much to 
know through some of the Western 
correspondents of the Chicago Field 
what are the differences of habit In the 
snipes in the Western States. Another 

somewhat singular fact I may state is, that I have never seen a 
snipe in the act of ‘-‘drumming,” as It is called. If this Is always , 
one of the habits of the mating or breeding season, it is strange I 
have never witnessed it; for I have seen the birds at those times. 1 
As the sense of bearing iu this bird Is very acute, and the inoBt 
effectual way to limit for them is to beat down trlwl, it is evident 
that, to be a thorough, good one on snipes, a dog must hunt his 
ground according to rule, and need as few orders as possible. As 
to which Is the best breed for this sport, setters or pointers, I 
leave each one to decide for himself. I have shot over both 
kinds, and I must admit that I see no difference between them. 
“Forester” says that “the best dogs for snipe are the best that 
can begot for money; the bravest, fustest and best broken.” He 
preferred the setter, and as that is the fashionable breed, I sup¬ 
pose others will say the same. . Quails are generally considered to 
be the best bird on which to work a young dog, but In this I differ 
from most men. * I believe that a dog that has been thoroughly 
trained onsblpcs, much more quickly becomes good on other game 
than he would have done without that training. The snipe, in i 
comparison with quail or grouse, gives out but a weak scent, and 
Is, moreover, found under such a variety of circumstances, of 1 
ground and habits that a dog which is posted on them will rarely 
be puzzled by other game; while on the other hand dogs that are | 
good on grouse and quails will make but poor work on their first 
Introduction to snipe. Of course]when snipes arc found in great i 
“umbers, as in the South and West, their habits may be more like I 


those of otliqr game, and if..so this rule would not theu apply; 
but take a dog and train him on'Bnipes here, aud make a good one 
of him, aud I would be bound he will be equal to tile task of hunt¬ 
ing aud tlndiug in good style auy game bird found South or West. 
Though the snipe feeds iu boggy or swampy ground, there are 
many tracts of such land where snipes are never found. This Is 
especially the ease in sourjnarsh lauds, as his proper feed is sel¬ 
dom found there. Neither is he at all fond of salt meadows, and 
for the sume reason, though he Is sometimes found there ou his 
first arrival in the Spring. ’ Iu Autumn I liuve always on my old 
ground found the most of the birds keeping aloug the edges of 
small reed patches; running out to feed, and on the approach of 
danger retreating Into the cover. In such coses when Hushed 
they would almost invariably arise among the reeds, aud fly for 
some distance through them, cither up wind or across it, before 
coining into the open. Their habit of flying out of sight and 
then returning to alight on the same spot from which they had 
just been Hushed, is, I believe, universal, and one I have often 
taken advantage of. 1 never but once saw a regular migrating 
flock of these birds in Autumn, and then I suw not less than two 
hundred come from the South and alight some distance from me; 
but they were so wild that I could do nothing with them. In the 
Spring I have often seen the congregated flocks, and have some¬ 
times had fair sport with them, but they do not show good sport

till they have had a few days rest, and “settled,” as we say, to 
the ground. It is much to be regretted that sportsmen do not 
more commonly record their experiences and observations of the 
habits of this and other birds for the benefit of each other. The 
experiences of no two men in different, or even the same, parts of 
the country agree as. to the habits, haunts and Hensons of our va¬ 
rious game birds; and although each individual may think his 
own observations of but little worth, they might prove of great 
value to some brother of the craft, were they but made public. 
In this way, the idea that the habits of a game bird were the same 
in all places aud in all seasons would then be dispelled, and the 
young dcsciplc of the gun would be enabled to procure some In¬ 
sight of the mysteries and practice of field sports without a long 
and mystifying practical Initiation. Sportsmen would find a com¬ 
parison of experiences of much mutual benefit, 

Waterloo Notes. v 

Editor Chicago Field: —For the past four years It has 
been my lot to enjoy trips to Virginia to shoot wild turkeys and 
partridges, lu which I have always been accompanied by Prof. 
P., of New York, whose genial aud kind-hearted ways have 
gained us so many friends lu Culpepper County. 

The portion of Culpepper County which we make our hunting 
grounds Is an undulating country, with a heavy growth of tim¬ 
ber, ever and anon opening into a large wheat field or pasture, 


making in the sun-rise a most picturesque view, for in the direc¬ 
tion of the Blue Ridge, twelve miles distant, may be seen the 
crests of seven lines of hills, one above the other. 

{ For turkey huutlng in Virginia, this is one of the best places; 
and luck awaits the patient sportsman. One may sometimes ride 
all day and not find a trail; and at other times he may get on the 
I trail at the start, but sooner or later the game is sure to be 
I found. 

| We never use dogs, trusting to the information of our 
friends who know the ranges of all the flocks, and we have 
J never lost over a day in finding them. 

As Boon as we find a Hock we start after them as hard as 
i our horses can travel, through the woods and underbrush, fir¬ 
ing our guns and yelling In a manner that would shame “Old 
Joe” and his Nez Purees; thus endeavoring to scatter the tur¬ 
keys in as many directions as possible. 

After this we build our blinds—always one where we first 
started the turkeys, and In an hour's time commence calling. 

Pretty soon a quick ear will hear one fly down from his perch, 
j or perhaps a yelp within sixty yards of the blind—as I have 
! known to have been the case two or thr ee times In my experl- 
I once—and then the fuu begins in earnest. 

j First one calls, theu we answer; now another; now an answer; 

I you think he is coming right iuto the blind; now he will circle 
around you; apd thus you frequently 
have It with an old stager for over 
an hefur, though In a flock of young 
turkeys, if you can get the old hen 
away, there will be hardly any trouble 
in calling them up. 

We have kept a flock scattered five 
days by staying in our blinds until 
sun-down, and being in them in the 
morning by an hour after sun-rise, for 
with us, turkeys do not travel until 
the sun is at least un hour high. 

I have tried this getting up before 
sun-rise, but think I like my breakfast 
first, and then my turkey, for ou the 
last day 1 was hunting, 1 rode seven 
miles home after sun-set, aud got up 
at four oclock the following morning 
to ride buck before sun-rise; hunted 
around a dark stable for a dark horse 
and saddle, and nearly gut my head 
kicked off by accidentally associating 
with u mule, so I have concluded not 
to try that business this Fall. 

It was our luck, in 1874, to get 
board iu the family of an old Virgin¬ 
ian, and with the'‘many little acts of 
kindness then, and siuce, shown, and 
by which our comfort has been so 
greatly promoted, it lias always seemed 
since wheu the time for our annual 
tilp draws Dear, as It we were going 
back home after a long absence. 

The three men of the family, Brother 
John, Edward and Henry arc fond of 
the sport, and they never say die. For 
a good shot with either cud of a gun, 
I would recommend Brother John, for 
I once saw him standing on a stone 
wall In an opening between a row of 
trees swinging bis gun right and left 
at a large covey of partridges we bad 
gotten up; he had fired both barrels 
and os the partridges kept coining right 
through the opening, he thought ho 
would try clubbing and he succeeded quite well, bringing down 
one, and then himself by a misjudged strike. 

Perhaps the prettiest feat in shooting I have ever seen was done 
last Fall by Edwurd. We were after a flock of turkeys, and were 
well scattered, Ed. ou top of a hill In an open field between some 
woods. The Prof, at his left on the edge of the woods, and I on 
his right, suddenly Ed’s horse darted forward, and on looking 
ahead of him I saw a largo gobbler Just rising on wing. Ed. 
pressed him so closely that he could not turn to enter the woods 
on cither side, and yet he considered him rather too far to risk a 
shot; both had a straight course for at least a quarter of a mile 
when heavy woods ended the field; on they went, neither gaining, 
and Ed., seeing he must either risk his shot before the turkey got 
to the woods or lose him, dropped the reins on his horse’s neck 
and took an aim thnt seemed to me to to very long, but the re¬ 
port came, over and over tumbled the turkey, and victory was 
Ed's. The gobbler weighed over 23 pounds and was a very flno 
specimen. 

Before I close I must say to my friend from Mississippi that 
we never shoot turkeys before October 15th or after Doccmber 
8lst. I rise to explain fearing an onslaught may be made upon 
me in like manner to that un Lazy Alic, should I not thus think 
“discretion the better part of valor." Yours, Pretty Boy.

Tbe Saratoga Association gave a secoud day's extra raciug to-day. 
comprising four event®, whlcb were rnn in good style and gave great 
satisfaction to tbe spectator®. Tbe first race was a dash of a mile, with 
three starters, won by Lady Salyers; tbe second, a two mile dash, which 
had five starter®, was won by Torn Ochiltree; the third, a dash of a mile 
and a quarter, with five competitors, .wou by Clemraie G.; and the 
fourth was a aelliug race of tbree-ouarter® of a mile, which had seven 
starter®, aud was woo by Auburo. All of the above were closely con 
tested aud the best horse won in each race beyond a doubt. The bet¬ 
ting was large on each eveut, and those who were winners wou largely. 

Tbe track wa® rather heavy In tbe early part of the day, caused by a 
short but lerltttc rain and wind storm that passed over the place Just 
about.midnight. The track was safe, if not a® fast a® when perfectly 
dry.

The N. R. A New Rules. 

The following are the now regulations for Creedinoor competitions, 
a* adopted by the Executive Committee of the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion: 

i.— management. 

1. The annua) meetings for competition* will be conducted by un ex¬ 
ecutive officer, wearing a Iri-colored badge, uided by a statistical officer, 
wearing a blue budge, aud assistant*, wearing red badge*. All other 
association competition* will be conducted by an officer or director of 
the association, or other competent person, designated hy the senior 
officer or director present on the range at the hour of shooting, unless 
previously designated. In the absence of officer* and director* the ns 
sielunt secretary or superintendent of range shall act a* or designate an 
executive officer. 

IK— RIFLE* 

1. Military rilles. weight (without bayonet) not. to exceed 9 l’os. 4 oz. 
Stock sufficiently strong for military purposes, and sum a* to admit 
the use of Baling; pull of trigger, six pound*, sight* to be of bona 
fide mllilury pattern, to be altudied to the barrel, and to be without 
any movable adjustment other than n hinged llnp and sliding bar. to he 
moved by baud only. In military team matches tunler* otherwise spe¬ 
cified) competitors mnst use the rifle with which the organization * to 
which they belong I* armed at public expense. Filing or' altering the 
sights of such rifles, or of the rifle* used by the National Guard or regu¬ 
lar forces (except a* authorized by the military authorities thereof 1 ), or 
using them in any other way than as originally intended. Is prohibited, 
except that the sliding bar of the reur sight may be Inverted, and line* 
drawn to mark the centre. Niuht*. nitty be bluckeued. but not 
whitened or colored. Any pad or shoe for the heel of the butt is dis¬ 
allowed. ■ r 

III.—AMMUNITION. 

1. For the competitions restricted to the National Guard S. N. Y., 
ammunition will be furnished by the State and issued tn competitor* 
on the ground. 

2. Iu all other competitions unless otherwise specified, any ammuni¬ 
tion may be u*ed aud mu*t be provided by the competitor*. 

IV. — TARGET*. 

The target* are divided into three classes, and shall be of the follow¬ 
ing sizes: 

1. Third class, to be used at all distances up to and including 300 
yards—Target 4x6 feet; bull'* eye. circulars Inches in diameter; 
centre, circular. 26 Inches iu diameter; iiiner circular, 4tf inches iu di¬ 
ameter; outer, square. 4x0 feet. 

2. Second class, to be used at all distance* over 300. to and including 
600 yard* -Target 6x6 feet; bull s eye. circular. 22 inches in diameter ; 
centre, circular. 38 inches in diameter; inner, circular, 54 inches iu di¬ 
ameter: outer, square. 6x6 feet. 

3. First class, to be used at all distances over 600 yards-Target 6x12 
feet; bull”* eye. circular. 36 inche* in diameter: centre, circular. 54 
inches lu diameter; inner square, 6x6 feet; outer, square. 0x12. 

VI.—RUNNING DEER. 

1. Will bB run only by signal from firing point. Any rifle may be 
need, provided the sight* are over the centre of the barrel. Position, 
standing; distauce, 100 yards, unless otherwise prescribed. A fine of 
ten cents will be imposed for firing out of bounds, hot firing; or bittiug 
the haunch. Storing and signalling - Bull’* eye. white disc, count* 4 ; 
centre red dl*. count* 3; outer black dis. counts 2; haunch, while die. 
with black cross, scoring U. 

VII.— matches. 

3. Competitors are requested to frequently examine the bulletin 
board, where they will learn the targets to which they are assigned ond 
other necessary information. 

IX.—SHOOTING. 

4. In all competitions restricted to military rifles Die competitors shall 
place themselves at the firing point, by twos, who shall Are alternately 
nntil they have fired all their sighting and competitive-shots. 

6. In all competillons confined to military organization* competitors 
shall shoot in the authorized uniform of their corps, including waist 
belts. 

12. Any competitor engaged in an uncompleted match st the time 
fixed for ihe commencement of another for which he is entered, on re¬ 
porting the fact to the executive officer, will, if It he practicable, be as¬ 
signed a target to enable him to shoot Iu *uch match upon the comple 
tlon of that In which he is shooting.

2 In all military infantry matches at 400 yards the position shall be 
kncclinu; at distances above 400 yard* any position may be taken in 
which the head is toward the target. 

XIII,—PENALTIES. 

9. Any person firing on a wrong target will be fined ft. or. if he 
hesbooliug In amntch.wlll be debarred from further competition therein, 
or both. In the discretion of 4 he executive officer. 

In all the other article* and sections the regulation* are identical with 
those of last year.

Pups and Puppy Stakes. 

BY ARNOLD BUBOES. 

In order to get the greatest amount of good out of our field 
trials, we must-consider their application to the different classes 
of dogs, and so limit them that the results, whatever they may 
be, will approximate to a fair showing of the capacities of the 
class tried. 

The first question, then, is: “What constitutes a puppyf” 
The natural answer is, any dog that has not arrived at maturity. 
As a rule, dogs grow or develop till they are three years old, and 
if maturity is the standard, puppy stakes should he open to all 
dogs under this age; hut at the meeting of the Kennel Club in 
Chicago, u year since, a puppy was stated to be a dog in his first 
season’s work, and eighteen months was accepted as a limitation. 
It must, be evident tlmt any triul where a portion of the contests 
ants enjoy great advantages over others, can furnish no just cri¬ 
terion for judgment. This fact stared the dub in the face at the 
meeting referred to, and certain members admitted that with the 
nge named, dogs from the Southern states would get the benefit 
of two seasons’ work, owing to the difference in the game season 
there and at the North. Now, certainly, an extra season’s ex¬ 
perience should Insure success to the dog thus favored, in a trial 
where experience tolls so strongly, even though he he naturally 
inferior to some opponent handicapped by the odds till he is prac¬ 
tically out of the race. 

Inqoiisi&tent as is the admission of dogs who, by the definition 
of first seuson'dogs, are not pups, this iR not. the only wrong done 
by the eighteen months rule, t'nder this, a promising pup of 
twelve months, showing great natural quality, but not. having en¬ 
joyed the advantages of training which his eighteen months op¬ 
ponent has had, is forced to enter against, him, and almost cer¬ 
tainly to he beaten, because by another year he will he too old to 
enter in any but aged dog classes, where lie must meet antagrK. 
nisi* of many years’ experience. This, then, closes the .door 
against all pups, in the true sense of the word, that ia, a sjWthig 
sense, or opens it only to those who are Toollinrdy enough to risk 
defeat, not merited, but resulting from improper and unjust laws. 

There are few men who, upon consideration, will lie satisfied 
to accept the result* of our present puppy stakes as furnishing any 
proof of which the best breeds are. What all want is au exhibi¬ 
tion of the powers of our untutored youngsters, which have not 
been drilled into excellence by skilled trainers. It is not to be 
supposed' that men wish to go to the expense of buying high-priced 
pups and having them broken, without they have a reasonable 
certainty that they will be repaid by eventually obtaining fine 
dogs. There is no positive way of dcterining what an eight or ten 
week’s pup will turn out, hut if a stock has the reputation of 
showing good dogs at. ages when the exhibition can result only 
froavmiturul quality, that stock will be most sought after by pur¬ 
chasers. It is, therefore, really for the benefit of all breeders of 
good stock to favor the suggestion of Capt. Foster, of Virginia, 
and call for such change in the age of eligible* to the Puppy Stakes 
that there may be veritable 7 * 1 / 44 /trials, and not those of semi-aged 
dogs. At our shows puppy classes arc limited to twelve months, and 
at that, age a pup cuu or should make a fair display in the field; 
he w ill not indeed be broken, and hence whatever he does will not 
be due to his trainer’s skill, but to his ow n powers, furnishing a 
fur more satisfactory exhibition to the lovers of truly good dogs. 
As now run the Puppy Stakes will be most generally won by the 
best broken, and though all stakes will be, of course, influenced 
by good or bad training, none are so much so as that for young¬ 
sters, and this very influence renders the formation of a class that 
will he uninfluenced all the more necessary. If owners of eigh¬ 
teen months or two year old dogs do not wish them to compete 
with all aged animals, let them form special classes, these can do 
no harm and may do much good, but at any rate let us have one 
class that will be a reliable trial of the contestant* themselves, 
though the absence of all awards for training. 

We wish also to Join with Mr. Whitford In protesting against 
the abolition of retrieving for the present, puppy class. We can 
show a ten-month’s old puppy that, is a first-class retriever and 
do not doubt that hundreds of others ean he easily found. To say 
that an eighteen months dog should not retrieve is as absurd as 
to advocate the abolition of all retrieving. If we are to drop it in 
one class let us in nil, but if it is to he admitted, let us not banish 
It from a class of so called pups, but really of dogs as capable of 
retrieving well as of pointing or backing.

Rules anii Reoilatioxs.—R ri.E 1. Every person who wishes 
to exhibit at any show held under these rules, must, at the time 
of entry, clearly’identify by name and age (if known) the dog he 
intends to exhibit, and the name of the sire and dam (if known) 
must he given. If the name of the dog 1ms boon changed, it ia 
necessary , in eutering said dog, to give Ids old as well as his new 
name. 

Rri.E 2. If a dog shall he entered without being clearly identi¬ 
fied as directed in rule 1, he shall forfeit any prize that may have 
been awarded hi in. and if the omission he detected in time, he 
shall not be allowed to compete, and shall forfeit nil entrance 
fees and subscriptions. 

Rri.E 3. No dog shall he qualified to compete, or entitled to re¬ 
ceive a prize, if awarded, who is suffering from mango or any 
other form of contagious disease. 

Rt’LE 4. A person duly qualified, appointed by a committee, 
shall decide whether a dog is, or is not, suffering from mange or 
any other contagions disease, and shall give his opinion immedi¬ 
ately to tiie secretary, or committee of tile show, in writing, and 
if found to l>c afflicted with any such disease, the dog shall be at 
once removed. 

Rn.n 5. Dogs are to be judged by the scale of points used at 
recent bench shows and copied from the Fancier'* Ornette. 

Rri.E B. No dog shall he penalized for having a docked tail. 

In addition to thc'ibove, the following rules and regulations 
will .be strictly enforced: 

i 1. All Judging will he done in public. Collars bearing owners’ 
names will tie removed or covered before the dogs are brought 
before the judges. 

2. An entry fee of ?1 will be charged for each animal en¬ 
tered. The entry fee must, In all rases, accompany the entry. 
Entries will he received until noon on September 13th. The 
entrance fee will include eare and feed of dogs. 

3 . It is requested that a price be named for each dog at the 
time of making the entry, at which price the dog may lie claimed; 
the exhibitor, of course, having the option of naming a prohibi¬ 
tory price. 

4 . All entries must be made on blanks furnished by the com¬ 
mittee, which can he had from the superintendent by addressing 
him at his office, Tecumseh House, London, Ontario. 

5. The authorities will use due diligence for the cure and safety 
of all dogs exhibited (wptchman being on duty both night and 
day) but it must he distinctly understood that they will not be 
responsible for loss or damage to any dog exhibited, whether the 
result of accident or any other cause. 

H. The pedigree of all dogs entered Is desired, although not 
actually required, except in cast- two dogs in same class should 
be so nearly equal that judges cannot agree, which Is the best. 
In such case, if one has an authenticated pedigree, and tiie other 
lias not, the premium will be given to the dog with pedigree. 

7. The decision of judges will he final In all cases. 

th Judges will he instructed to withhold prizes offered in any 
class where there is no competition, unless the animal exhibited 
possesses suitable merit, in which case their discretion shall gov¬ 
ern the prize to he awarded, either first or second, and they will 
then he instructed to withhold prizes where tile dogs do not 
come up to the proper standard of merit. 

(I. Exhibitors will be permitted to take home their dogs every 
evening after the show is closed, upon leaving a deposit of five 
dollars with the check clerk, and surrendering their entry tickets, 
both of which will he returned on tiie re-producing of the dog In 
the morning before ten o'clock. IT prizewinners should be taken 
out and not returned, tiie prize will he forfeited. 

10. Exhibitors need not accompany their dogs. They ean be- 
sent direct, tn the exhibition hall, and direction cards, printed for 
this pur|xisc, will be furnished by the secretary. All dogs will be 
promptly returned to their owners at the close of the exhibition, 
or otherwise disposed of as they may direct. 

11. The show will be open from 10 A. M. to 10 v. m. The 
Judging will be done on the first day, and the. ribbouB will be at.

A Trip Through Iowa. 

Chicago, III., Aug. 17, '77. 

Editok Chicago Field:— Recently passing through Iowa 1 
made It In my way to visit the breeding and training kennel of 
George Waddtngtim, at Geneva, Iow a. On arrival there I had the 
pleasure of meeting Mr. Wlnford, from Memphis, Term., an ar¬ 
dent spoilsman' who being out of health, eaine north to rccuper-. 
ate, bringing with him several dogs owned by southern parties, 
Intending to glve tliem a little work prior to Soptemlier 4th, as he 
will enter them In Field Trials at Hampton. Amongst his string 
are Whip, Gladstone, Lee, King and two others. Mr. Winford 
does not expect to win the prizes but desires to give his dogs 
some work on chickens prior to perfecting their education on 
quails, as they are to he entered at the Nashville trials, where he 
is In hopes to win, but as yet his dogs are short of work, anil al¬ 
though well bred anil good workers, they require u good deal of 
work yet to puM4ie.nl in condition, hut with that liberal spirit 
which characterizes the southern sportsman, he will, to encourage 
Field Trials, enter them, without even as fair a prospect of wiu- 
ning as have many of our western sportsmen who do not enter 
their dogs for fear of being beaten. I had the pleasure of seeing 
Mr. Waddlngton’s blue blood bitch, Daisy, and her family of 
eight pups by Rob Roy—all perfect beauties, very strong and 
healthy, as he has provided a foster mother for part of them, he 
intends to onter her at the trials, as they (her pups) will not be 
live weeks old, to show they are from a line working bitch who 
has worked while breeding, so that the pups may be easily trained. 

He has also Mr. Jones’ Ned, a fine large sized native dog; also 
hlnok and tan hitch, called Queen, belonging to Mr. Whitman, 
lioth of which are entered in Champion class, yet the bitch docs 
not retrieve, as her owucr does not care to have her, as she will 
be worked with one that does, and he does not care to have but 
oiic of a brace retrieve. He has also Whitman's Rattler by Rob 
Roy out of Demuth’s Pickles, a very handsome and fust dog; also 
Prairie Queen and Ruby, same owner. Prairie Queen is one of 
the Prairie Ranger breed, and it was intended to work her in the 
Puppy Stakes, hut her coming In season will prevent., much to the 
regret of her owner. Still ho has entered the bitch Pearl of same 
breed, to Bhow hlB confidence In the stock of his old Grouse, a 
native. Ruby, the Irish bitch, in which so much confidence was 
placed, lias gone amias, and will have to wait for Nashville. 

Mr. Waddington has line accommodations for his dogs, and 
their condition shows they arc well cared for. He regrets some 
of the young stock did not come Into his hands earlier, that he 
might have had some entries In Puppy Stakes. As it is he will 
have three or four entries In Champion Stakes of dogs, but a trifle 
over 18 months old. While there 1 heard of R. B. Morgnn, who 
has a string of 10 or 12 dogs, some of which arc expected to run 
ul Hampton, as being located some 26 miles west of Geneva, and 
had my limited time permitted I should have, visited him. I met 
Dr. Leas, the President of the Iowa State Sportsmans’ Associa¬ 
tion. who has labored hard to make these trials a success, but as 
« vet Iowa sportsmen have not made many entries. He thinks they 
will before t.lie time for entry closeB. It seems to be the general 
opinion of the sportsmen of Iowa who have good dogs and enter 
them, not one dollar of the prizes will go out of the State, but if 
they come simply to look on, and to say when the trials are over, 
if I had entered my dog I could beat anything there, but liud 
heard so much blowing about the Blue. Bloods, 1 rather feared 
them, and thought It well to go somewhere else. 1 for one have 
entered three natives, and do not think I shall have any reason 
Ul be ashamed of them if 1 do not win. Shamrock.

The trouble with these good men is that they 
live too far apart to think alike on all subjects. I was not shocked 
with the account “Hawkeye” gave us of shooting a fox. I lived 
for years where foxes were bunted in no other way, and it seemed 
perfectly natural. 

Oar Ideas of right and wrong depend to a great extent on our 
surroundings, the men we associate with, and the laws by which 
wc are governed; and what would be considered good sport in one 
locality would be. looked upon as the “unpardonable slu" In another. 
Wc might be refill posted and know all about certain kinds of 
game in one locality, both as to Its habits and quality, and know 
but very little or the same kind two thousand miles awav. Be¬ 
fore we give any very hard hits, we should look after these 
things a little, and remember that the little spot where we happen 
to live, Is not all of “Gods creation,” but that there are other 
places and other men just as true as ourselves, but who may dif¬ 
fer widely In their views and opinions. One man will tell you 
that no kind of game is good In the Spring, and he is right as 
fur as be knows. Another will tell you that certain kinds of 
game are best in the Spring. He is also right. Climate makes 
a great difference In the quality of game at different seasons. At 
the risk of being called a “pot hunter,” I will say that I will kill 
s buck in the Spring, especially In Colorado whore the feed is 
Just as good In Winter as In Summer. Kill a buck In the Sprint 
before the new grass starts and he is Just as good as he Is in the 
Full; but for a few weeks after they get on to green grass they 
ure not fit to eat. Thero is a great deal said and written about 
i true sportsmen and “pot hunters." I despise the latter and have 
«be greatest respect for the former, though he might differ with 
me in many things. But not every one that says I am a true 
sportsman “can enter into the kingdom,” for there are a great 
many self constituted sportsmen who don't know the first letter 
in the sportsman's alphabet. They will get a dog and gun and join 
u club and read the Chicago Field and claim acquaintance 
with Bogaialus, and perhaps get so that ; they can 
shoot pigeons from a trap, fnd talk about what laws me ought to 
puss for our protection, auB borrow a few sportsmanlike phrases 
from their betters, and swell around generally, when they really 
have no idea of what they are talking about. This class "is quite 
large and belongs to the “Damphool” family. The real “blue 
blood sportsman Is born so, just as other men are born natural 
mechanics, or mathematicians, or artists, or fools. Then he must 
he educated by long years of experience and study and inter¬ 
course with fellow sportsmen. He is a lover of nature, is honest 
generous and charitable. 

Some men's ideas are very narrow. In your Issue of June 2d, 
in an article, taken from the Rural Sun, the writer divides sports¬ 
men Into two classes, and after arranging his classes to his mind 
- he tells us that they never “kill more game than they use on their 
own tables." Probably the reason is that they are poor hunters 
and bad shots. The idea of a man's holding up when he has 
killed Just enough to supply his own' tablets all nonsense. It 
would never do for the writer to take either of his classes and 
visit Colorado, for they might accidentally kill a buffalo or an 
elk, then where would be their little tables 1 Another writer 
tells us that no true sportsman kills game for money. I cannot 
agree with him. I have hunted all the way from Newfoundland 
lo California; a groat deal of the time for pleasure, and another 
great deal of the time for the pleasure and profit i 
noth. I have been in the Rocky Mountains a good < 
many years, and a good deal of the time have i 
depended on my rifle for the support of myself and family; I have ; 
killed a great deal of game for money and expect to kill ’ a great 
deal more, and run the risk of being called hard names. Men i 
will stand all day in the hot sun with no well trained dogs and I 
with no floe scenery to make It interesting, and thoot pigeons for i 
mn,u l If a,u ^ ca U it fine apart. Well, I suppose It may he, but give t 
me the mountains or open field for real sport. I love these grand 
nld hills, where I can look upon the most wonderful works of i 
God, and see nature just as It was dropped from the Creator's \ 
hand. I love my dog and gun; I love to study the habits of game; 1 
I love to match my skill against the cunning of the most crafty f 
animal that roams the forest. I love the danger and excitement 
—I love It all, and feel thankful that I do. t 

I don't think that any true sportsman will take c 
Offense at anything I have said. I hope not, at a 
oast I have stretched this out to much greater t 
length than I intended, but you will please excuse me, for I don’t h 
reme very often. I should he pleased to correspond with any of h 
four readers in regard to the game of Colorado; I hope we shall b 
Ml exercise Charity towards each other and cultivate that frater- c 
mu feeling that should ever exist among true sportsmen. t!

The St. Louis Shell.— Springfield, Mass., Aug. 14, 1837._ 

Editor Chicago Field ;—The St. Louis shell ought to lie a good 
one, ami Is so nearly good that it seems as If It might he entirely 
sn. It is just the thing for one who does not warn to shoot heavy 
charges, and yet wauts his shell full when loaded, and desires 
also the sense of security that th ; extractor will not pull the head 
of the shell off when the gun is opened. The great fault of the 
shell is lls paper. This Is had everyway; gritty and hard on the 
turning machine, so much so that in turning down a few hun¬ 
dred vour machine is cut to pieces and is useless. Again the paper 
is terribly demoralized by the discharge, crushing it badly the 
whole length of the shell until its surface is corrugated and crushed 
out of all proper shape. Tills iH true of the 12 shell under three 
drams of powder and the 10 shell under four or live drams is un¬ 
canny to look at. We have been interested in the reports aliout 
the trials of the relative merit* of the St. Louis and Ely shells, 
hut after careful testing by members of our club we find there is 
little if any difference in results after liriug. By courtesy of the 
officers of the U. S. Armory here, members of our club have had 
the use of the delicate machine there for measuring recoil, and 
find no advantage in the St. Louis shell. So iu pattern and pen¬ 
etration with all kinds of powder the results are wonderfully alike, 
f had imagined that the claim of less recoil was a good oue until 
the instrument demonstrated differently; but 1 like the St. Louis 
shell, and If the paper was as good as that of the Ely shell it would 
be a better, stronger and cheaper shell, and so lie largely adopted 
ller<! ’ . _ _ E. H. Latqkop. 

—Washington, D. C., 
Aug. 10, 1877.— Editor Chicago Field; —I paid a visit this week 
to the big marshes of the Eastern Branch, and found a very high 
tide and the wild oats nearly ripe. Some few reed birds have 
been killed by pot tiuhLcrs and sold to the restaurants In the city. 
The ortolan crop this season is immense, and promises the finest 
kind of spurt. Wc have launched two skiffs near Benning’a 
Bridge and hope, ere long, 10 make our first bag of ortolans and 
reed birds. Summer ducks arc in good numbers, and mallards 
have already appeared In these waters. For mallards this com¬ 
ing la rather unusual, and we know not what it may portend, but 
hope il means they may lie followed in due season by numerous 
shovelcr* and canvas backs. The black birds are in swarms and 
the black shooters are nearly as thick. Woodcocks ure not to 
be seen now, and I am glad of it, and hope none may he found be¬ 
fore October. IHVers, yellow shanks and bull heads, are begin¬ 
ning to come, and by Sept. 1st will he as fat as haMcr. Qualls 
arc reported lo be very plentiful and promise an abundant harvest. 

Il is with much regret 1 read the hard words our prominent dog 
owners are saying of one another, and hope at Hampton llie 
hatchet may he buried and the pipe of eternal peace be smoked 
by all.

1 st and August 15th In each year. 

Sec. .1. That II shall be unlawful to kill. etc., mi any person’s 
land without the consent of the owner. 

8kc. 4. That any person who shall kill, sell, expose for 
sale Dr have in tils or tllelr possession with Intent to sell, or 
dispose of or transport any of said birds, shall bedceinedguiltv of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction be fined *2 for each bird,’with 
costs.

ON THE HABITS OF THE MOOSE. 

Prepared from the manuscript* of Mr. James Lockhart, by Dr. Blliott 
Cones, U. S. A. 

I Among the manuscripts contained In the Smithsonian Institution, 
and submitted to toe with reference to my forthcoming '•History of 
North American Mammals," are many fragmentary notices of the 
Moose, by Mr. James Lockhart. The present article Is prepared for the 
Chicago giant) from these archives.) 

The moose Is common over the whole country, us far north as 
the borders of the Barren Grounds. It is particularly numerous 
in the valley of the Yukon, on the west side of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, and thence to Bering’s Straits. There are certain localities, 
however, where It is rarely, if ever, Beeu; as, for instance, the 
shores of Hudson’s Bay, near York Factory, and the vicinity of 
Fort Rue, though It is numerous nt Big Island ami along the 
side of Slave Lake. 

Various modes of hunting the moose in this country may he 
briefly detuiled. The most general method is to stalk them on 
foot with snow stiocs, and shoot them; but this cult only be suc¬ 
cessfully practiced by a good hunter. They do not herd, nnd the 
chase demands more skill titan thatof the caribou. As the slight¬ 
est sound suffices to alarm the beast, every precaution is required, 
even to the removal of snow shoes, cutting opposing twigs with 
the teeth, and avoiding dry or brushwood as far as possible. The 
roost favorable time for hunting Is during a high wind. Old men 
who cannot walk much on the snow muke a kind of fence of 
three poles, tied at equal di^Unccs, a little higher than a man, 
stretching, perhaps, for two days' march between lakes or rivers 
or mountains—anywhere, in fact, where moose are likely to [mss. 
Spaces are left here and there in this fence, and strong snares set 
In the Autumn, during the rutting season, the hunter equips him- 
self with a clean, dry shoulder-blade, and on hearing the call of 
the male, which may be distinguished for several miles, he rubs 
the bone against some small, dry tree, to imitate the same 
sound. The moose hears an imaginary challenge from it rival, and 
makes for the spot, to be met by the fatal shot. The buck is a 
very dangerous antagonist at this season, especially when 
wounded. The forefeet, rather»than the horns, arc the defensive 
weapons. In old times, before the introduction of Arc-arms In 
this region, the Indians used to build a snow embankment near 
favorite feeding grounds, and he laid in wait, perhaps for several 
days, until a moose passed that way, when he was killed with ar¬ 
rows. In the flat open country, near the Saskatchewan, Iain 
told the moose is chased on horseback. It Is said that a moose 
cannot be overtaken by a horse, as long as he is content to keep 
up his long, swinging trot, but that his speed is less if lie he 
forced into his awkward gallop, as lie soon becomes blown. The 
hunter, therefore, takes every precaution to approach as near as 
possible uudiscoved, and then dashing at the surprised animal, 
forces it into the desired gait. 

All the northern Indians have superstitions regarding the 
moose. I have tried unsuccessfully to prevail upon Chippewyane 
to bring ine the head or horns. Tile reason was that their women 
are not perinttted to eat, or ever touch a moose head during their 
monthly periods, or no more will lie killed during that Winter 
by the Indian who secured that particular specimen. As there 
were pieuty of women about, our fort, the hunters were afraid 
that some of them might touch the specimen and so spoil their 
chances for the chase. The Loncltcnx of I'eel and the Yokon 
river, arc only particular about the Jlrat moose an Indian has 
killed after a period of starvation; the women are scarcely allowed 
lo eat any of the meat, ami on no account must they touch the 
head. These Indians also object to giving n dog any portion of a 
moose head. They cannot lie prevailed upon to bring young ones 
alive to the fort, though many are caught every Spring while 
crossing lakes nr rivers, averring that it would spoil their hunting 
altogether; for what reason I could never get them to explain. 

In the Spring, when the snow is deep and covered with a mist, 
the moose may he run down on snow shoes: hut this is a dtlllger- 
ous kind of hunting, and accidents frequently happen. I know 
several persons who have had narrow escapes. If the hunter hap¬ 
pens, owing to the nature of the ground, to gel too near after the 
moose is run down, the animal will turn like a flash, leap upon 
the. pursuer, and trample him under foot. On one occasion three 
Indians out hunting came upon the tracks of a cow and Iter calf. 
They took the trail, and the munnisheesh (young one), becoming 
fatigued, soon stopped. One of .the Indians, who in his eagerness 
had left his companions behind, approached too near and the 
young moose leaped toward him. In turning to fly his srmw 
shoe caught in a willow, and lie went down, with the moose tramp- 
llng him under foot. 

Moose vary much in size, and it seems that the individuals of 
some particular regions arc larger than others. Those of Peers 
river and the Yukon are of great size. Occasionally one is killed 
of extraordinary dimensions. I know of two eases in which the 
meat alone weighed a thousand pounds. Some Indians have a 
superstition that any one who meets with such a monster is sure 
to die within the year. Very singularly, as a coincidence, in both 
of the instances just mentioned the hunters did die within the 
•tated tlifie. One of them was killed by a hunter named Lapin, 
at Peel’s river, and the other hy the husband of the old "Bonne 
Femme,” whom everybody knows in that district. 

In Winter, when the sun docs not rise far above the horizon, a 
north wind is most favorable for moose hunting. From some ob¬ 
scure cause, the sun, then in the south, shining against the wind, 
renders the track visible for a great distance; and the hunter 
knows, when still far off, which way the moose has gone,. When 
on the contrary, the course of the wind coincides more nearly 
with the direction of the sun's rays, the track can he discerned 
hut a few yards off, and the gainu Is frequently started unex¬ 
pectedly. 

Moose rise at dawn to feed, and lie down again hy sunrise to 
chew the cud or sleep till near noon. They then feed again till 
two or three o'clock, rest awhile and resume feeding until dusk, 
when they He down for the night. Th$y generally rest with their 
tails to windward, trusting to their acute senses of smell and 
hearing to warn them of approaching danger in that direction. 

They can thus use their eyes to leeward, where hearing, and 
especially smelling, would he of little service. Whilst resting or 
chewing the cud their ears are incessantly in motion alternately 
back and forward. They show remarkable Instinct in quaking a 
short turn to gain a resting place down the wlud from their track, 
so that a pursuer is more likely to he heard or smelled before, he 
ran get within shot. 

The food of the moose is a various kind of willows that grow 
abundantly, small birch trees and other shrubs, griiSB and Imy. 
‘Sometimes several animals pass a whole Winter about the same 
small lake or grassy swamp, where food is abundant, though to 
obtain It they must scrape away the snow with their feet. They 
cal snow freely when water Is not to lie had. The females arc 
most sought after In Winter, when thcy„are in best condition; the 
male in Summer, for the same reason. During the rutting sea¬ 
son, In tlie Fall, the males grow very poor. When in good order 
'he flesh is sweet and tender nnd highly esteemed; It Is much in¬ 
jured In quality, however, If the animal has been put to very vio¬ 
lent exertion just before being killed. A buck lu Its grease,with¬ 


out the offal, will weigh ordinarily up to eight 
hundred pounds. The noBe or muzzle Is consid¬ 
ered the greatest delicacy. The hide properly dressed 
furnishes an excellent soft leather out of which durable clothing 
is made; hut as the hair is brittle the skin dues not answer wcll_ 
for robes; the hair is dyed and used to embroider moccasins and 
garments. The sinews are superior to those of the reindeer for 
thread. Out of the shank bones are made implements for dress¬ 
ing the leather, and the horns serve for handling knives, awls 
und various other instruments. In rare Instances the moose lias 
been tamed and used os a draught animal, and It is judged that 
tile animal might readily be domesticated. The female brings 
forth one or two young. In exceptional instances three foetuses 
have been found; hut 1 never heard of a female followed by more 
than two calves, although as she lias four teats, three might he 
nourished, hit these rare cases of triple pregnancy, one fietus 
doubtless aborts. In Spring, when near calving, the remains re¬ 
sort to places where they are least likely to he molested by wolves, 
Buch as an island in/lake or river, or the swamps, which are over¬ 
flowed at that season, and select some dry spot in thick woods. 
During the infauey qf her offspring the mother will even attack 
a man in their defense. At such times she acts like a vicious 
horae, raising her head, throwing back her ears, and snuffing or 
blowing as she hounds forward, striking the ground forcibly with 
her fore feet, while her eyes glitter with rage and deiianee.

We opened 
one of the worst places, which before opening seemed to contain pun 
hut It ran only bloody water; hi* appetite seems good, and hair and 
eves look healthy, hut is so weak In hi* legs that he cannot stand alone. I 
The kg we opeoed got hard after the swelling wont down a little. The 
mother is a fine healthy mare, nine year* old. was worked moderately 
till within a few days of foaling. This Is her fourth coll. 2d. I have 
another large, strong mure, seven years old. suckling a colt a mouth 
old. which Is all right, hat the mare along In the Spring comru> need 
itching and rubbing till she gpt «o had in Juue that we ceased 
working her and turned her out tn pasture. By this time all the 
hlar on her body, mane and tail had come off. we gave 
her saltpetre and washed her with acetic acid; also with carbolic soap; 
she seemed to get belter fur a while, hut after foaling got as bad a* 
ever. There are no scabs except those caused hy rubbing. Other hor fl 
aes that have worked with her. stood iu the same stall, had the SAine 
harness on. have not caught it; nor the colt that runs with her. The 
mare la In good health otherwise, with good appetite, but Is falling off 1 
In flesh. Please prescribe for these cases through the veterinary an 2 
swera of your valuable paper and oblige a siibfcrlher Ans. —1st. Ills !

No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to remain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again fired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two eatridgca failing to explode. One of these exploded ut 
second trial and the other with the punch and hammer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith A Wesson were then fired lui 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each ga\i; 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 3.11 in; for the ftmith A Wes¬ 
son, 4.3i) in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected wilh 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not nlleet the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pent* 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots wilh each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith *fc Wesson, 3.35 in. 

The Smith & Wesson was then tired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase iu friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded wilh a centre punch. Six of those failing iu 
the Smith & Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

I dually tried the “Leet“ cartridges to the Colt revolver to uscer/tlu 
the effect or bursting through lhe cup, os they hud done with the Smith 
& Wesson. ‘the cartridges were tikeii from the same box. aud uhoul 
twenty of them from the same package as those tbm burst in the Smith 
& Wesson revolvers, but out of eighty fired none burn. At the same time, 
of four cartridges fnon this package tired in the Smith & WV-nou revolver 
two burst us before. 

The Smith & Wesson revolvers have been fired respectively UBSi, tiuti uod 
815 rounds; the Coll about 800 rounds. Toe better working of the Cult Is 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty has been found with It. while tbe 
Smith & Wesson hat* tfeverftl t ines Clogged to such <ui extent as to render It 
almost impossible Lo cock il. This dogging is most li.tble 10 occur iu colit 
and dry weather, when she fouling is allowed to hardeu on the piece 
Tbe lengthening of the “collar” was Intended to ••vercoinc tbU liability 
to clog, as developed In the mole) now in the hands of the troops, and 
has. no doubt, reduced It. Thu cylinder stop is also an improvement, 
and the strengthening of parts, which is the object ol rnosi of the change*, 
ban ms a better weapon than the old one. hut I ijtill regard it us rather de¬ 
licate for geueral service. The two parts of this revolver which broke 
during the trial may have contained defects, but these mid other parts of It 
are of such a character a? to develop defects in the manufacture. 

A great objectiou to this arm ia the difficulty of dismounting for cleaning 
and re assembling It. Though improved in Ibis respect by the marking of 
the gear aud frame nnd the change Iu the rack, soldiers generally would still 
find it complicated. 

The only superiority It cun claim over the Coll is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cates. 1 think that iu the case of poor umnuinitiou 
aud the bursting of the heads of cartridges in the two arms, the Smith A 
Wesson could more readily be relieved front the consequent clogging than 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts is leas, they are more simple and 
stronger, aud are not subjected to as great strains as those in the Smith A 
Wesson. It can be dismounted for cleaning by drawing one screw aud 
slipping cut the base pin, aDd reassembled with tbe same ease. 

I have no hesitation in declaring the Colt revolver superior In moat 
respects, aud much better adapted 10 tbe wants of tbe army thau tbe Smith A 
Wessou.
